According, however, to a gendarme

'I was making a tour [n the fields,"

I had tha Im- 
pression of a great fire In ths iky. I 
lilted my eyei and then I i»w the 
plane, looking like an Immense torah.

his Majesty's Covernmenl therefore 
have special Interest In lha rcjpou'se 
returned lo that appeal. 


1 cannot 'conceal from your Excel- 


lency that the proposals of your Gov- 
ernment come as a great disappoint- 
ment, and lhat the unfavorable Im- 
pression they made on his Majesty'! 
Governmenl, as well as on their Al- 
lies, is one which, Ic my opinion, the 
German Government might and ought 
to 
have 
foreseen 
and 
therefore- 


guarded against. 
' The proposals are far from corre- 
sponding, either In form or In sub- 
stance to what His Majesty's Govern- 
ment might reasonably have expected 
would be made In answer to the ad- 
vice I on more than one occasion ven- 
tured lo convey lo Ihe German Gov- 
ernment through youi Excellency, and 
lo the more direct Indication lo them 
in the speech referred to. 


The main grounds for this legiti- 


mate disappointment are the follO'T- 
Ing: : 
. 


First—the German Government of- 


fer In total payment of (heir ack- 
nowledged debt a sum which, falling 
far below the moderate amount form- 
ing the basin of the British scheme 
submitted to Ihe Paris conference In 
January last, must have been known 
in advance lo be altogether unaccept- 
able lo the Allied Governments. Fur- 
thermore, payment of even this Inad- 
equate sum is made dependent on a 
series of international.loans, the BUC- 
CCBB of which in Iho conditions predi- 
cated must ha largely-speculative, so 
much sc thai the scheme proposed by 
the German Governmen't actually con- 
tains provisions dealing with the con- 
tingency of tlie loans not material- 
izing 
Moreover, the arrangements 


proposed under this head Involve fl- 
nanciiil conditions less burdensome to 
Germany than If the loans were to 
be successful; ao.no real incentive 
'thereby Is held out for her to-attempt' 
lo raise them.

Second—The failure of the German 


reply to indicate with greater preci- 
sion the nature of the guarantees they 
are disposed to offer Is more pa'rtlcu- 
larly lo bo regretted. The Allied Gov- 
ernments, instead of receiving con- 
crete and'substantial proposals in this 
respect, are confronted with vague as- 
surances which, in a business trans- 
action of this kind, are lacking In 
practical value.

ifflcer, Bet out from Boston In 17CO to 
explore the wilderness north of Al- 
iany and lying along the southern 
hore of the Great Lukes. 
He con- 


ceived the bold phin of then travel- 
ng up n branch of the Missouri (or 
Messorie"),7' till, Imvlug discovered 
lie traditional "Oregon, or .River of 
:be West," on.the western side of the 
:anda that divide the conlinunt, "he 
would have sailed down the river to 
tho place where It is said to empty It- 
self, near the Strulls of Anlnu." 


By the Straits of Anlan, it Is sup- 


posed, were meant some part of 
Behrlug straits, separating Asia from 
the American continent. 
Carver's fer- 


tile Imagination, stimulated hy what 
he knew of the remote Northwest, pic- 
tured thai wild reglou where, accord- 
ing to a modern poet, "rolls the Ore- 
gon and bears no sound save his own 
dashing."

tempt cost £11,000 and reached 27,233 
feet. Tlmt leaves 1,700 feet lo go,' and 
there Is no telling how much It will 
cost lo make the h-it spurt. Moreover, 
It takes n long time to reni'h the place 
where climbing begins. The last stugo 
of the journey Is a live weeks' tmmp 
across Ibe Tibetan plains from Darjec- 
llng. mile niter mile of bare enrtb and 
ruck, with meager patches of dried 
growth in the lee of a leilpc or In n 
slk-ht depression; showing where ft Ut- 
tip niKlstiire collected In the spring arid 
summer.

Tlmt. aside from the grit mid 
stii:ii:n:i »f lh«' i-limliers, is the most 
impui'tiim factor for success, 'ille luck 
of a. cooking pot, tin oxygen tank, a 
canteen or a rope, at the right spot nt 
the right moment, may doom the. ex- 
pedition. The parly was able to go as 
high as they did by the establishment 
ot a succession ot base camps, (be high- 
est being at 21,000 feet. ,Thls meant 
tlmt ench camp must have supplies suf- 
ficient 'not only for the climbers, but 
also for the porters, who were to carry 
the equipment necessary to make the 
next camp. In all, tha expedition car- 
ried something over twenty tons ot 
equipment, baigage and stores. Pack 
anlmali, mostly yaks, were used across 
the plain and up the «lopes as far as 
the glacier. 
Beyond that point the 


work was done by fifty porters, men 
from the native state of Nepal, whose 
splendid s'trength and endurance hold 
out (he hope of establishing camp at a 
still greater height. 


Muit Be Perfect Physically. 


Other things besides time, money nml 


executive ability were demanded of 
the expedition; the utmost quality of 
th» climbers, for instance. 
Perfect 


physical condition Is. of course, f.^sen- 
tlal, for under the most favorable con- 
dlrlonr the strain of effort In those aw- 
ful altitudes Is such that normal fitness 
Is not regained for .months nfler the 
ordeal. Good heart nnd lungs nre the 
mo»t Important prerequisites; 
Even 


perfect organs would not avail without 
long mountaineering experience. 
The 


men were picked on' their Alpine rec- 
onli. not so much on the written record 
of so many feet climbed In s.i many 
hpurt it on the reputations that grow 
cp through tte gossip of mountaineers: 
Th»t >o-find-so Is a fearful fellow' to 
keep up with, that another i? fast and 
sure ind never tires.

Oxygen, Inhaled In small doses, will 


keop-you from freezing to death. Thl» 
fact a part of the expedition discovered 
during one night spent 25,WO foet 
above sea level, In tho grip of a furious 
storm. 
The Insane wind, threatened 


every minute to sweep them and Ihelr 
tiny tent off the slope, and tho cold 
gripped them with fatal creeping numb- 
ness, In spite of their honvy woolen 
dolhlng, wlndproofed' and electrically 
heated. Hot drluks were Impossible, 
because Ibe water boiled at such a 
ridiculously low temperature. Alcohol 
-was a dangerous sllmularit, from the 
point of view of altitude, not morals. 
Oxygen was the last chance and tho 
flrat whiffs brought the tingle of re-- 
turnlng life. 


"Climbing In the Alps," said Mr. Mai- 


tor»," Is wonderfully exhilarating, but 
scientists say that, abovo 13,000 feet, 
altitude Is physically arid mentally de- 
pressing. 
Your perceptions are all 


slowed down. 
For Instance, toward 


the end we wer^niaklng only 830 feet 
an hour. In'llie Alps we would have 
been going at four times Ihat rate, yet 
I rtl'dn't realize Ihat we were climbing 
slowly." 


Depends on Oxygen. 


Hope of ultimately reaching tha very 


top of Kvercst depends largely on the 
Increased use of oxygen and the estab- 
lishment of n camp at 27,000 feet. One 
scientist told "Sir. Mallory that they 
should remain at-Hint altitude for as 
many as five days, since acclimatiza- 
tion would greatly lessen the strain of 
exertion. The chief obstacles to this 
scheme nre tlmt every day of good 


• wetilher must be used, nud the 
diffi- 


culty of llrnllng a iwsslble camping 
place. There nre no levels or adequate 
shelters. 
This makes U almost Impos- 


sible to sleep and very hard to secure 
n tent. Some one has suggested that 
they blast a shelter .out of the moun- 
tain side.
